In later years Count 
hernstorff paid frequent 
visits to London, the last 
two occasions being the 
British and Foreign bible 
Society's Thanksgiving in 
the Albert Hall in 1904, 
and our own Annual 
Conversazione in May, 
1yo6. Count Bernstorff 
fully expected to visit 
London for the forthcom- 
ing International Confer- 
ence, and up to within a 
few days only of his death we were in corre- 
spondence with him concerning delegates from 
(,ermany.

you, as Count Bernstorff was. most -particularly 
devoted to this work. I also take it for granted 
that you will be glad of some dates, Kc. 


Count Beérnstorff, though very ill for several 


: 
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months, still hoped to take part m the Jubilee 
International Conference, and shortly before his 
death expressed the wish that he might still be 
permitted to “pay his farewell visit to England.” 
He was deeply attached to England, the home of 
his young years. where he, when still a boy, had 


* found bis Saviour, and where he had learnt to 


know and appreciate many branches of Christian 
work. Sunday schools and the Evangelical Alliance 
were, perhaps, the dearest and nearest to his 
heart. 

Count Kernstorff was born in Kerlin on May 20th, 
1844. His father soon after his birth was appomted 
Minst® to Bavaria, then, Austria, Italy, and finally 
London. All his life long Count Andreas Bernstorft 
always looked upon July sth, 1854, when he 
arrived in London, as a momentous, a red-letter 
day 

\fter leaving school and university, he also for 
a short me entered diplomatic service, and was 
very happy when it took him to England for a 
year during the Franco l’rassian War. Later he 
entered the civil administrative career, and the 
last twenty years of his public life was in the 
Department for Public Worship and Instruction. 


The yreater part of his time and strength was 
devoted to work in the Lord's vineyard, and 
countless are the testimonials of high and low, of 
Christians of all denominations of the high esteem 
in which he was held by all who had ever seen and 
heard him, and to the blessing which many received 
through him. 

It was a great trial to him when little by little 
his strength diminished and he could no longer 
continue his work. [ut to the last he wrote letters, 
dictated and wrote for Christian papers, and a few 
days before his death even had a committee assemble 
in his sick room. His patience, fortitude, and cheer 
fulness in his great sufferings were an example to 
all who had the privilege of seeing him. The end 
was peaceful. A few minutes after family prayers. 
which he tned, but was unable to lead himself, 
weakness overcame him, and after a few minutes 
he passed away, while the church bells were ringing. 
Sunday, April 21st.

The Jamaica Earthquake and 


WRITING from’ Jamaica, two correspondents 
send details of The recent earthquake, and results 
following the observance of the Week of lrayer 
calling for praise. One friend writes 

“You will be pleased to know that we observed 
the Universal Week of Special lrayer. The 
pscopalian, Presbyterian, Baptist, and Wesleyan 
Churches united. It was indeed‘a season of 
refreshing from the presence 6f the Lord.’ Several 
who were living ungodly lives attended the services, 
and the consequence is that they have forsaken 
therr sins and are now leading a better life. The 
week after, on the Monday afternoon, at about 
3.30, the island was visited by a terrible earth. 
quake, which laid Kingston, the capital, in ruins. 
A fire took place immediately after, and completed 
the work of destruction. Two of my churches 
are wrecked, and a third is well shaken and badly 
rent. The same evening we united again in the 
Episcopalian Church for prayer and thanksgiving. 
The good work which began during the Week of 
United Prayer continues. Every week we are 
receiving into the churches those who are seeking 
to be saved. We believe that the Diamond Jubilee 
Celebration will be a time of great blessing to the 
Church universal. Let us pray in faith for this.” 
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the Week of Prayer. 


From St. Elizabeth another valued trend 
writes 

“ As usual, we held here a prayer meeting each 
day of the Prayer Week, with the exception of 
Saturday. 

“On January 14th an awfu! earthquake shook 
all Jamaica, and the capital of Kingston was 
totally ruined. Over a thousand persons were killed 
and several thousand were injured. 

“Here, in the hills, 1,500 feet above sea-level 
and about 100 miles from Kingston, the shocks 
were so severe that our old church, founded in 
1840, was so badly cracked that it can be no longer 
used. 

“Our new church, with a seating capacity of 
upwards of 1,200, was uninjured. — 

“The prayer meetings here were resumed after 
the earthquake, wher-the people, who flocked in 
from every side, even the prayerless and careless. 
were inclined to become excited. This tendency, 
however, was checked, and the results of our meet-. 
ings will therefore, | hope, be more permanent. 

“| have pleasure in becoming a member of the 
“Evangelical Alliance. In the mission field the 
various Churches here are more in touch with one 
another than in the lower provinces.”

EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM. 


Evangelical 
Its History and Aims. 


In view of the forthcoming International Con. 
ference and the wide publicity thus given to the 
work of the Evangelical Alliance, the following 
brief sketch of its history and aims will fulfil a 
useful purpose. 

Sixty years ago a longing for closer unity 
amongst carnest Christians of all Churches was 
manifest—a marked feature in spiritual circles to- 
day. Earnest leaders of various denominations in 
difierent countries realized that the bonds which 
united them were infinitely stronger than the mere 
differences of Church organization and discipline 
which separated them. -Thus the longing for a 
tangible expression of Christian unity, and a 
common meeting centre on ground neutral to out- 
ward Church animosities and divisions, grew in 
intensity, firially leading to the formation of the 
Evangelical Alliance. This took place on August 
19th, 1846, when 800 brethren from all countries, 
and representing fifty different denominations, as. 
sembled in London, England. An interesting 
document is preserved in the Alliance House in 
London containing the facsimile signatures of all 
those who attended. The Convention included 
many of the most distinguished men, clerical and

Gospel law and of the Lawgiver. Love is also the 
proof of discipleship, and does much towards 
attracting others into the charmed circle of visible 
brotherhood.

We 
love our Lord ‘in sincerity,’ and cannot but love 
His brethren, since He bids us prove our love by 
loving one another.” 

But the Alliance does more than promote 
Christian love. It stands for, and constantly 
labours to give expression to, a great truth—/Ae 
actual oneness of the true Church of Christ which 
is His body. Every member of the Alliance 
testifies to this great fact, seeking to impress upon 
those around them a deeper sense of the great 
duty of obeying their Lord’s command to “ Love 
one another,” and to realize the full accomplish- 
ment of His intercessory prayer “ that they all may 
be one. . that “Ae world may beliewe that 
Thou hast sent Me.” 

A passing word needs to be said in regard to 


-~. the Basis of the Alliance which is adopted by the 


lay, im all Churches, and some of the noblest. 


leaders of their day. 

Few of those taking part in the actual formation 
of the Alliance are spared to see its Diamond 
Jubilee, but other honoured servants have been, and 
are being, raised up to carry on their work, and the 
Evangelical Alliance remains today, with its 
branches and work in all parts of the world, a 
testimony to the Oneness in Christ Jesus of all 
true Christians, and the welcome common meeting 
ground for spiritual activities, without which the 
Church of Christ would suffer much. 

Before giving a few details as to the practical 
work of the Alliance, it is desirable to answer 
briefly a question often raised, viz.—Whiat és the 
Evangelical Alliance? The answer might be given 
in one word—LOVE—that greatest of the Chris- 
tian graces, for, it has been well said, “ It is mani 
fested unity in love which will lead the doubting 
and unbelieving world to-acknowledge the mission 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. As love is the fulfilling 


various branches and members of the Alliance in 
all parts of the world, having remained unchanged 
for sixty years. It has been considered, even by 
some Evangelicals, as too narrow, but, on the 
other hand, it is widely accepted, and there is no 
doubt that it forms the bulwark of the Alliance. 


~It must be remembered that we are an A vanve/ical 


Alliance—not simply a “Christian” Alhancé in 
the sense in which that word is sometimes applied 
in the present day. Then it is an A//iance—not a 
union of Church organizations, much less an 
attempt to secure an outward uniformity—but the 
members of the Alliance are a//ies : they belong to 
different ecclesiastical bodies—yet all of the One 
Church. They are of different nations as well as 
of many denominations—yet all holding the Head, 
Christ Jesus. Unum corfus sumus in Christo. 
We are one body in Christ—banded together for 
common purposes, and to manifest the real unity 


_ which underlies our great variety. We are all free 


of the law, so is it the highest commendation of 
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to hold our own views in regard to subsidiary 


matters, but all adhere to the cardinal principles —— 


\ 
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of the Alliance as set forth in its Basis. The 
Evangelical platform thus maintained has afforded 
a rallying ground for those in all lands who hold 
fast to the fundamental truths of the Gospel. 

In 1846 the Evangelical Alliance was formed as 
a whole, and it was truly a World's Alliance, but 
the representatives of the different nations were 
recommended to form organizations or branches 
for their respective countries. The British Organ- 
ization was the first formed (1846), since then the 
Alliance has been spreading its branches all over 
the world, sometimes taking the form of national 
organizations, and at other times attaching them- 
selves as branches to the British stem. There is 
now scarcely a country without its auxiliary or 
representative of the Alliance. 

At the formation it was distinctly understood 
that the several national organizations which might 
be hereafter formed on the basis of the Evangelical 
Alliance should be free, each in their own country, 
to carry on their work “in such manner as shall be 
most in accordance with the peculiar circumstances 
of each district;” and at the same time no one 
branch of the Evangelical Alhance was to be 
responsible for thé action of any other branch). 
Thus our Amerncan fnends, for instance, carry on 
their work on the lines which they think best adapted 
to the circumstances of their country, while we in 
Britain and the branches in other lands have 
the same freedom of action. 

Turning now to the practical work of the 
Alliance in the cause of Universal and United 
Prayer, Religious Liberty, the Relief of Persecuted 
Christians, Xc., X&c. It must be understood that in 
speaking of such work we do not refer alone to the 
activities of the Kintish organization. The London 
Counci! have taken the initiative in many matters 
of general interest, and the British Organization is 
regarded as the l’arent Branch by the other 
branches generally. But some of the greatest and 
most successtul efforts of the Alliance have been 
warmly shared by foreign branches, in some cases 
acting together. On other occasions it has been 
felt desirable that Great Britain should remain in 
the rear and other branches come to the front. 

A mere outline of the directions in which the 
Evangelical Alliance has been a powerful influence 
for good must suffice for this brief survey of its 
history and aims. 

First, the Universal Week of Prayer. This 
season of united prayer was, commenced in 1846, 
shortly after the formation of the British Alliance, 
and for some twelve years was observed among 
members of the Alliance only. Then came an 
urgent request from Missionaries in India that this 
Week of Prayer should be extended, and that the 
Alliance invitation should be addressed to Chris- 
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tians generally throughout the world. This plan 
was adopted, and henceforth the invitation was 
issued in the name of the whole Alliance. The 
Programme for the Week has been adopted uni- 
versally by all Christians in all lands, and the 
observance has extended throughout the world, till 
now it is difficult to name a country where the 
Universal Week of Prayer, in the early days of 
January, has not been introduced. The reports 
received from distant lands constantly tell of revi- 
vals and increased spiritual life as following the 
observance. Missionaries and others im all lands 
can and do testify to the marvellous blessings which 
have followed the Universal Week of Prayer, but 
eternity alone will reveal the full extent to which 
(,od’s seal has been set upon this one department 
of the practical work of the Alliance. 

The programme is prepared annually, being 
supervised by representatives of all Churches, and 
is printed in many different languages, the latest 
including three new additions— Russian, Welsh, 
and Spanish. As evidence of the wide area 
covered by the Universal Week of Prayer it is 
estimated that the signatures obtained annually are 
representative of one hundred different countnes. 

Secondly. Conventions. We do not now refer 
to the Annual Conventions of the British Alliance, 
which have often had important results. Generally, 
representatives of some of the branches in other 
lands have been present, and have taken away with 
them stimulus and help from the meeting with 
Christian brethren of so many names—all imbued 
with the one idea of manifesting the true unity of 
the Body of Christ, and demonstrating the power 
of this unity. 

But we refer more particularly to the Inter- 
national Conferences of the Alliance, two of which 
have been held in London, one in Paris, one in 
Berlin, two in Geneva, one in Amsterdam, one in 
Copenhagen, one in Florence, and one in New 
York. These (Ecumenical assemblies have marked 
a distinct and unique feature in the promotion of 
Christian union in the wider and international 
sense. They have all had far-reaching results, and 
not the least remarkable fact, perhaps, ts that these 
International gatherings of Christians convened by 
the Alliance have been followed by several others— 
Y.M.C.A. for instance—and ecclesiastical bodies 
have not been slow to learn the lesson. 

Thirdly. The Relief of Persecuted Christians. 
In this direction God has permitted the Alliance to 
accomplish a work of which its early friends never 
dreamed. Unceasing efforts have been made 
during the past sixty years to obtain religious free- 
dom for our persecuted brethren and sisters all 


. over the world. Almost every country in Europe, 


and many lands beyond, have witnessed the per- 
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sistent but calm and unostentatious efforts made 
by the Evangelical Alliance in favour of religious 
liberty, sometimes by the® British branch acting 
alone, and at other times by the combined efforts 
of the various branches in Europe and America. 

It should be added that wherever native 
‘Christians are persecuted, and even in lands 
where little is known of the outside world, the 
eyes of the suffering ones are often turned 
imploringly to the Evangelical Alliance—of which 
they have heard —for practical sympathy and help. 
This department of work has always been a 
difficult and delicate one. In many cases publicity 
must be avoided, or the persecution of our brethren 
would be accentuated rather than relaxed. Care 
and caution have to be exercised in regard to the 
Statements made, and while this has led some 
critics, and even a few friends, to complain of the 
slowness of our methods, on the other hand it has 
established for the Evangelical Alliance a reputation 
for thoughtful deliberation, fairness, and absence 
of exaggeration, which has given it an authority 
and an influence far beyond the expectations of 
its most sanguine friends. 

Among its most recent efforts the Alliance has 
interested itself in the suffering Jews in Russia. 
Under its auspices meetings to protest against the 
massacres of men, women and children, and to 
‘xpress practical sympathy with the sufferers, have 
been held in various parts. Added to this the 


branches and the members of the Alliance have . 


contributed to special funds opened for temporal 
relief, by which the Christian religion has been set 
before the Jewish mind in a more favourable light. 

We must not omit reference to the Alhance 
Bible School, which was formed in the autumn of 
1905, with head-quarters at Berlin. This new 
development in the work of the Alliance gives 
promise of great usefulness to the cause of the 
Gospel on the Continent of Europe, especially in 
Russia. 

The Alliance Bible School is under the personal 
direction of Pastor Kohler and -Herr Warns. 
The sole purpose of the tuition and training is to 
place before the students the history and doctrine 
of the Bible in accordance with its own teachings. 
The aim is to produce evange/ists who shall carry 
‘ut the teaching of the Scriptures in their daily 
lives, not merely as professors, but such as love 
the Lord and hold alone to His infallible Word. 

Already several earnest and tried evangelists 
have, after a year’s training, returned to Russia to 
‘Carry, it may under difficulties, the Gospel of 
peace to that distracted country. Others are 
én training for similar work in other parts, and 


apphcations for traming are being received from 
various sources by the International ( omrmiuttee. 
In this brief survey it is not possible to dwell at 
further length upon the varied and practical work 
of the Alliance in other directions :—it« Conven- 
tions for testimony to the integrity of Goa’s Word 


and for the deepening of the devotional spirit and 


life; its evangelistic work of an interdenomi-. 
national character ; and the great possibilities and 
responsibilities lying at its doors as its influence 
through its branches and membership increases. 
Enough has been said to indicate the lines along 
which the Alliance has been, and is, moving ; and 
surely it may be claimed that it is an eminently 
practical organization, and one upon which God 
has set His sealgiving it a power and influence 
which has already been felt throughout the world, 
and which by His continued favour will lead to 
still greater results, until the time shall come when 


* With the vision glorious 
Her longing cyes are blest, 
\nd the whole (Church victorious 
Shall be the Church at rest.” 


Thus the Alliance has gone forth on its compre 
hensive mission, a mission which becomes daily 
of greater importance in the presence of gross 
superstition which seems to be reviving in many 
directions, and the growth of Rationalism, and cold, 
anti-Biblical criticism which aims at assailing 
the Word of (God, threatening the very founda. 
tions of the evangelical faith. Never was there 
more need for an Evangelical Alliance of all 
who hold the Truth in simplicity and sincerity —the 
Faith once for all delivered to the saints by Christ 
and His Apostles; to whieh the Aiiiance en. 


. couraged by the past, will continue, by God's grace, 
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to bear its testimony. 

At the same time, while seeking to realize that 
living and essential union which binds all true 
believers together in the fellowship ot Christ—the 
power of Christian brotherhood will be developed, 
until the glorious time shall dawn when the perfect 
unity for which our Lord prayed wil! be manifested. 
“ Neither pray | for these alone, but for the... also 
which shall believe on Me through the word ; that 
they all may be one; as Thou, Father, art in Me, 
and I in Thee, that they also may be one in us : 
that the world may believe that Thou hast sent Me. 
And the glory which Thou gavest Me | have given 
them ; that they may be one, even as we are one: 
I in them, and Thou in Me, that they may be made 
perfect in one ; and that the world may know that 
Thou hast sent Me, and hast loved them, as Thou 
hast loved Me” (John xvii. 20-23).

Revival in Brazil. 


Writinc from Pernambuco, on March 12th last, 
our valued friend Pastor Solomon L. (C-insburg 
writes

My voyage south is on behalf of the 
Mildmay Mission to the Jews, who asked me to 
distribute Hebrew New Testaments to the Jews 
living in Rio de Janeiro and other places. I am 
anxious to be used of the Lord in this work, and 
kindly ask your prayers.

“New Theology’ on the Continent. 


That the evil effects of the new apostasy are not 
confined to our.own shores is seen by three letters 
which have reached us within a few days of each 
other. 

A correspondent writing from Aalborg says : 
“I was glad to read in EVANGELICAL CHRIS- 
TENDOM that a series of tracts and treatises to 
counteract the ‘New Theology’ are about to be 
issued by the Alliance. The said error is also 

_ Sadly spreading in Denmark.” 

Writing from Rome, another friend says: “When 
there are great principles at stake, and vital in- 
terests are being menaced on every side, the voice 
of the Church must have'no uncertain sound. The 
great fundamental truths expressed by the Evan- 
gelical Alliance should exclude any dissent among 
its members regarding these subjects. Specially 
would I refer to what is known under the ambigu- 
ous name of ‘New Theology,’ and to the false 
leaven_of apostasy which is exposing so many 
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Christian organizations to the influence of Roman- 
ism. The former is specially dangerous, owing 
to the gradual undermining of biblical authority 
that has occurred in recent times ; and its influence 
is deeply felt among young students of theology. 
The latter is essentially a desire to propitiate 
Roman Catholic influence, for commercial and 
political ends. I had opportunities last year of 
observing the power of Rome in England; and, 
although I am deeply thankful for a revival of 
Protestantism which ts in course, | was greatly 
pained at what I saw. Does the Evangelical 
Alliance fee! these tremendous issues less’? I can. 
not believe it ; and am convinced that you will join 
heartily in my desire that they be definitely and 
earnestly represented at the Throne of Grace.” 

Our third testimony hails from Iceland. In a 
letter received from a correspondent we learn that 
the teachings of the “ New Theology” are finding 
acceptance in Iceland, and we are told of one 
pastor, who was about to translate the Bible into 
modern Icelandic, that he has embraced the 
Higher Criticism and attends spiritualistic meet- 
ings. 

These and other testimonies afford ample reason 
for our new “Tractarian Movement,” and for 
keeping the Evangelical Alliance flag flying at all 
costs in all countries. 


Results of Unity in Sweden. 


Additional evidence as to the effects of Christian 
Unity on the world is seen in a brief note to hand 
from an outlying district in Sweden. The writer 
says: 

“ The Week of Prayer became to us a great 
overwhelming of the Holy Spirit. We received a 
new perception of the nearness of God. We wére 
united in prayer every night, longing for the Spirit. 
He came in the small voice. The chjldren of God 
became quickened, and many souls who _ before 
were unrepentant became converted. 

“I cannot say how many received our dear 
Saviour, but I think a hundred.” 

This is good news, for which we praise God.

“Impressed so deeply with the reading and 
study of an address, * The spiritual unity of all! 
earnest Christians, a necessity of the times." pub- 
lished in EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM, Decem- 
ber, 1906, I am urged by the spirit of the Master to 
communicate my thoughts and joy re same. The title 
gives me courage to write freely, my object being 
to get full information in connection with the inner 
working of the Evangelical Alliance, the Jubilee of 
which was so satisfactorily carried out at Plymouth. 
The Christians here are not fed by the pastors as 
they should be; the regular prayer meeting so 
thinly attended is an index of laxity and indifference. 
Bazaats, guilds, garden fétes, concerts, and divers 
sorts of entertainments which prevail, do blunt the 
edge of Christian life and work. This is a mild 
indication of the spiritual position of our Churches. 
In the midst of this dragging down of spirituality, 
periodical visits from evangelists brighten the 
darkness, and souls are won for Christ, despite the 
apathy of ministers, elders, deacons, &c. A goodly 
number were added to the Church during the 
evangel of that man of God, Rev. Dr. Davidson, 
Presbyterian American missionary, about two and 
a half years ago ; and at his suggestion a 
praying band was formed of a number of 
earnest ones (the writer being one. We 
meet every Saturday night in an upper or 
lower room. It is called Gideon’s Band. We have 
from six to sixteen souls, faithful and true. The 
president is our Divine Master. Three things are 
always prayed for, revival in Brisbane, new light 
and spiritual guidance to all lax ministers, and that 
the Lord may send more true labourers into the 
harvest field. Answers to prayer are frequent. 
We never fail to meet, and the Lord manifests His 
glory by giving us a fresh baptism of the Spirit 
every time; Our desire is to get in touch with the 
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Evangelical Alliance so that we may profit thereby. 
1 think every Church is represented save the 
R.C. Whatever literature you could forward 
bearing on methods of procedure would be grate- 
fully received, and faithfully applied. We are pray- 
ing for light so that ()ueensland may make rapid 
progress in bringing in the sheaves. It gives us 
much joy to see the Mayor of Plymouth speaking 
out so boldly. Municipal and legislative assem- 
bly life in Queensland is pierced with worldliness, 
drinking, and the fetish of pleasure. About two 
Christians in a House of Parliament numbering 
seventy-two. Verily truth lieth in the streets and 
equity cannot enter. We are looking forward to 
the advent of Hugh Paton and Ev. Fairly from 
Scotland to stir up the dying embers. I shall 
be glad to get our band to join the Alliance in 
England, because we believe in united prayer, 
and will forward a subscription for books or 
papers and enrolment, while we will join in prayer 
for any special subjects so notified.”

The Present Opportunity in Persia. 

“In a Moslem land, to be able to go daily to the 
bazaars and preach Christ openly, unhindered, is a 
marvellous thing to one accustomed to the former 
conditions, when all work for Moslems had to be 
indirect. The door is open now in Persia, writes 
one of the missionaries, if one only takes it for 
granted that it zs open. I was timid at first, and of 
course one finds plenty of rebuffs and sometimes 
worse, but the opportunity is there, and it is won- 
derful. This does not mean that the people are ~ 
ready to accept Christianity—far from it. From 
childhood they have been taught to believe Islam !s 
the only truth, and proofs which seem to be 
entirely convincing to us slide off them like water 
from a duck. Nothing but God's Spirit can change 
them. But it is great to have a chance to tell them 
plainly.”"—Misstonary Review. 


Johan R. Mott in Korea. 
“The Koreans are not far from the kingdom 
of heaven. Robert E. Lewis, the general secre- 
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tary of the Y.VC.A. m Central China, writes 
that the evangelistic meetings during the recent 
vist of John R. Mott were of remarkable 
power. 

“A strenuous three days’ campaign was held 
in Seoul. Every hour of the day from breakfast 
ull midnight was marked out for fixed engage- 
ments. Six addresses in the open air were not 
enough to satisfy the people, and one thou- 
sand in an overflow hall listened to Mott, Morse, 
and Brockman. Ip Independence Hall Mr. Mott 
spoke on the power of Jesus Christ, while H.E. 
Yun Chi Ho, ex-minister of education, interpreted. 
Nefore them was a mass of men sitting on mats 
on the floor so close together that there was no 


room to move or change position. The windows 
were packed, and back from the three entrances 
large blocks of people were straining to hear. 
The short incisive sentences were translated into 
musical Korean, the audience was a sea of fast- 
fixed eyes, the speaker had reached the con- 
clusion of his powerful two hours’ address; the 
appeal was made, reiterated, explained, empha- 
sized—and then one by one two hundred and 
more men rose and stood in the presence of their 
sitting nationals as evidence of their desire to 
accept Jesus Christ. After a meeting lasting three 
hours and a half the last group of the 6,c0oo men 
wended their way back to the city.”—.Wissienary 
Review. 


China and the Future.

A lengthy discussion ensued as to the best lines 
upon which to proceed: with the work, and even- 
tually it was resolved :— 

“ That we heartily agree that if this Conference 
can help to supply Christian teachers for the 
Government schools in China, it will be domg a 
very necessary work, which is not beimg done by 
other Societies, and that we instruct the Executive 
Committee to mstituse inquiry : 

1. As to the method by means of which Japan 
supplies its schools with Christian teachers. 

2. As to the measure of need in China, and 
possibility of placing teachers. 

3. As to sources from whence teachers have 
already been obtained for China. 

4. As to the number and location of Chinese _ 
students in Great Bnitain and the Christian 
schools and homes here which are available 
for such students. 

5. As to the possibility of providing Evangelists 
for work among Chinese students in Japan.” 

The earnestness with which this subject is being 

taken up is indicated by the fact that about /50 

was immediately subscribed for the expenses of 

carrying on this initial work. The Conference 
resolved to meet again in the month of September. 

In the meantime, the executive committee will 

proceed with the work.

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Christianity Japan. 
By a Correspondent. 


THE one thing that has been especially pro- 
minent in the recent development of Protestant 
Christianity in Japan has been the growing desire 
and purpose on the part of the Japanese Christians 
of conducting the work themselves, and developing 
it along such lines as seem to them best suited to 
the needs of the country. 


Already the Congregationalists have assumed 
the entire control of their work, and the foreign 
missionaries are only assistants to the Japanese ; 
and all of their Churches which are entitled to 
recognition or representation in the Council of 
that body are required to be self-supporting. 


The same tendency to independence is not yet 
quite so strong in other bodies ; nor has it reached 
the same stage. Hut since the Japanese have been 
able to conduct two wars to a successful issue, and 
at the same time retain their financial standing, it 
has led them to the conclusion that in religious 
matters also they are quite competent to have the 
direction in their own hands. That they are not 
unreasonable in their expectations is shown by the 
number of Churches that are receiving no foreign 
assistance, and at the same_time the extent of the 
evangelistic work and its encouraging results. 

The spirit of union is also prevalent, and mhaking 
Steady progress. It is a growing conviction in the 
minds of the Japanese Christians that the con- 
_tinuance of the diversity of sects which is found in 

other lands is not only unnecessary, but evil ; and 
so there is a general determination to avoid as far 
as possible any schisms in the body of Christ in 
Japan. The Presbyterians and Reformed branches 
have led in this movement; the English and 
American Episcopalian Churches are also united ; 
and the Baptists have what may be called a federa- 
tion. 

For some years there has been a demand for 
union among the members of the different branches 
of the Methodist Church. Such a movement has 
beéh very slow of consummation ; and not until 
July last were the home authorities able to come to 
an agreement upon a plan for its accomplishment. 
That has now been settled; and not for Japan 
only, for it marks a step in the line of unity in 
other lands, and probably at home as well. 

An important and interesting question is what 
effect this state of affairs has on the spiritual life 
and activities of the native Churches. It seems 
that no unprejudiced person can but see that the 
deaders, as well as the ordinary members, are taking 
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up the responsibilities with commendable zeal and 
courage, and going forward on such lines as will 
bring about the most important results. 

In the first place, there is an increasing readiness 
to consecrate themselves and their means to the 
accomplishment of the work which has fallen upon 
their hands. In the last Annual Report of the 
Churches, the native Christians alone are credited 
with having contributed during the year ending 
about April ist, 1906, a total sum of Yen 181,966 
(£18,000). When the financial ability of the 
people is considered this is certainly a very large 
sum. 

But in addition to the amount given for the sup- 
port and extension of the work, there is evidently 
much personal effort being put forth; and as a 
result there is now a deep religious interest in 
many places, and converts are being rapidly mult)- 
plied. In how many places the work of the Holy 
Spirit is being manifest we are not able to say; but 
from present indications we look for large acces- 
sions to the Churches in the near future, as well as 
a marked increase in the spiritual life and activities 
of the members. 

Reports of a religious awaking are coming from 
various places and different sections of the country. 
One missionary writes that during therty-two years 
in Japan he has never before seen such a very 
marked wide hunger for soul food that shall give 
life more abundantly. At one Church in Yokohama 
there are more than 70 inquirers ; at another there 
have been 70 baptisms. At one Church in Tokyo, 
there were 78 additions ; and at one at Tsuyama, 
76; and 120 inquirers at Maebashi. Sixty-vue pupils 
at the boys’ school at Nagasaki have decided to 
become Christians, and 100 at Wakayama. These 
are but indications of the condition of things in 
other places. 

The World’s Student Convention is te meet in 
Tokyo, on April 3rd, and will be opened by an 
address by Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, of New 
York. More than 500 delegates are expected, and 
no doubt a very deep impression wil! he made. 
Following the Convention there will be a visitation 
of the various educational centres of Japan by 
delegations, and thus the influence of the move- 
ment will be disseminated to various parts of the 
country. In the present attitude of the ye"g men 
of Japan towards Christianity, the field seems 
especially fitted for such a religious campaign. It 
is not too much to say, “As go the schools of 


Japan so goes Japan.” H. on. 
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The General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland. 


The Lord High Commissioner's Address. 


THE <eneral Assembly of the Church of Scotland 
was opened in Edinburgh on May 21st with time- 
honoured ceremonials. 

We learn from the Scotsman details of the open- 
ing by. the Lord High Commissioner, Lord 
Kinnaird. 

His Grace's address will be read with interest, 
especially that part which refers to the closer draw. 
ing together of the Scottish Churches—a subject 
which had a prominent place both in the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland as well as in 
that of the United Free Church. 


THE Lord HIGH COMMISSIONER’S ADDRESS. 


The Lord High Commissioner, addressing the 
Assembly, said 


Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 


1 am commanded by the King, whom I have the 
honour to represent in this venerable Assembly, to 
assure you of His Majesty's great sense of your 
steady and firm zeal for his service and of his 
resolution to maintain Presbyterian govern- 
ment in Scotland, | am commanded also to 
acquaint you that His Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to order the customary annual grant of 
£2,000 to be continued and to be applied to such 
uses as may tend most to the propagation of 
Christian knowledge and of the principles of the 
reformed religion in the Highlands and Islands of. 
Scotland. I suggest to you whether a portion of 
the said grant may not be beneficially. appropriated 
to aiding and encouraging young men _ to 
preach the Gospel in the Gaelic language in the 
Highlands and Islands of Scotland. Right 
Reverend and Right Honourable, the care of the 
Church and of her interests is laid upon you. | 
feel sure that you will give to that great and solemn 


trust al] that earnest Nientiog and diligence which 
it demands, and that your debates will be con- 
ducted with that dignity, ability, and judgmen:, and 
moderation which have always distinguished this 
venerable Assembly, and I hope that the result of 
your labours will be that the cause of true 
godliness and vital religion may be extended 
throughout the length and breadth of Scotland. 
I trust that this year’s Assembly may witness 
a further drawing together of all Presbyterians, 
and that in answer to united prayer, such 
influences may be created and such sentiments 
expressed which may lead to more co-opera- 
tion between the Presbyterian Churches in the 
present, and prepare the way .n the future for some 
closer union, without in any way sacrificing any of 
those principles or doctrines which have made 
Scotsmen fit to play the part they have done in the 
world’s history, and have fitted them to become 
pioneers in all those spheres of work which have 
led to the religious, moral, and material pro- 
gress of the world, and are destined to do much 
more in the future. It is a truism to say 
that any man, young or old, clerical or lay, who has 
the constructive statesmanship to conceive, and the 
faith and enterprise to accomplish, the healing of 
any old strife of the Scottish Church, will 
deserve an honoured name in history and the bless- 
ing of posterity. Right Reverend and Right 
Honourable, I assure you that both Lady Kinnaird 
and | wish’to do all that lies in our power to 
further your comfort and convenience during our 
stay in Holyrood. And now, Right Reverend 
and Right Honourable, in the name of His Majesty 
the King, I invite you to proceed to the business 
for which you are assembled, and in doing so I 
commend your labours to the divine guidance of 
Almighty God.

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Professor James Lectures 
on “The Virgin Birth of Christ.” 


AS one of our “Tractarian ” series we shall publish 
in the early autumn A valuable booklet by Professor 
James Orr, D.D., of Glasgow University, on the 
“ Virgin Birth,” this with special reference to the 
conclusions and teachings of the “ New Theology.” 

In the meantime, our readers will be glad to 
hear that Professor Orr's lectures on the subject 
have attracted widespread interest in America, 
being largely attended. 

The pamphlet referred to above will be issued 
immediately after the publication of a volume now 
im preparation containing the lectures given in 
America. The following summary—taken from 
the Bible Record—will enable our readers to grasp 
the chief conclusions which Professor Orr's lectures 
have established :— 


1. The only two narratives we have of the birth 
of Jesus tell us that He was born of a virgin. 


2. The Gospels containing these narratives are 
genuine documents of the Apostolic Age. 


3. The texts of these narratives have come down 
to us in their integrity. 

4. The two narratives of the virgin birth are 
independent. 

5. The narratives, nevertheless, are not con- 


tradictory, but are complementary and corroborative 
of each other. 


6. There are strongest reasons for believing that 
Matthew's narrative comes from the circle of 
Joseph, and Luke’s from the circle of Mary. 


7. The Gospel of Mark, which embraces only 
the public ministry of Jesus, does not contradict 
the other narratives. . 

8. The Gospel oftJohn does not contradict the 
other narratives, but presupposes them. 


9. John unquestionably knew the earlier Gospels, 
and is ‘traditionally identified with opposition to 
the earliest known impugner of the virgin birth, 
-Cerinthus. 


10. Paul does not contradict the virgin birth. 
‘On the contrary, Luke, a chief witness of the virgin 
‘birth, was the companion of Paul, and Paul’s 
language seems to presuppose some knowledge of 
the fact. | 


11. The doctrine of Paul and John-—as of the 
New Testament generally—implies a miracle m 
the origin of Christ. 


12. The Gospels containing the narratives of 
Christ's birth were, so far as known, received with- 
out question by the Church from their first appear- 
ance. 


13. With the exception of the Ebionites—the 
narrowest section of the Jewish Christians—and 
some of the Gnostic sects the Church from 
apostolic times universally accepted the fact of the 
virgin birth. The Nazarenes, or main body of the 
Jewish Christians, accepted it. 


14. Theearly Charch set high value on the virgin 
birth doctrinally, as attesting (1) the true humanity 
of Christ, and (2) His superhuman dignity. 


15. The prophecy of Isaiah vii. 14 1s rightly 
applied by Matthew to the birth of Jesus. 


16. Yet, as most critics now admit, this prophecy 
was applied by no one in those days to the Messiah, 
and therefore could not have suggested the inven- 
tion of this story. 

17. It is granted by a majority of recent critics, 
that the myth—as they call it—of the virgin birth 
could not have originated on Jewish soil. 


18. It is as conclusively shown by Harnack and 
others that it could not have originated on Gentile 
soil. 

19. Pagan myths do not afford any proper 
analogies to the virgin birth of Christ, or the 
doctrine of the Incarnation. 


20. The perfect sinlessness of Christ, and the 
archetypal character of His humanity, imply a 
miracle in His origin. 

21. The doctrine of the Incarnation of the pre- 
existent Son implies a miracle in Christ's origin. 

22. The miracle in Christ's origin had of necessity 
a physical as well as a spiritual side. 


23. The virgin birth answers historically to the 


conditions which faith postulates for the origin of 


Christ.

There was a good attendance 
Brief and appropriate addresses were delivered by 
the Chairman, Rev. Dr. Clarke, the Rev. Dr. 

Bury, M.A. The 
Chairman pointed out that what was now generally 
recognized as the authentic writings of St. Patrick, 
his Confession, his Hymn, and his Epistle to 
Coroticus, breathe throughout a deeply Evangelical 
spirit. Published early in the fifth century of the 
Christian era, there is not only no recognition of 
the supremacy of the Pope, but there is none of 
any of the distinctive doctrines of the Church of 
Rome. The only supremacy recognized is that of 
the Word of God. One hundred and sixty years 
before Augustine of Canterbury landed upon the 
Englrsh shore, these influences were powerfully and 
savingly at work, not only in Ireland, but in Scot- 
land and in England and on the Continent. Such 
facts as these cannot be too widely known. A 
cheap and popular edition of the writings of St. 
Patrick, edited by the Rev. Dr. Wright, was first 
published by the Council some years ago, and is 
now one of the *‘ Christian Classic” series, issued 
by the Religious Tract Society.

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Some Notable May Meetings. 


DEsPITre unsettled weather, large audiences have 
been attracted to the May Meetings. Albert Hall, 
Queen's Hal Exeter Hall have been in 
requisition larger Societies, and all have 
been filled, sometimes, as with the C.M.S.. to 
overflowing. 

A notable feature of the B. and F. Bible Society 
and Religious Tract Society gatherings was their 
missionary character, and as a result some good 
stones and incidents were forthcoming. 

At the Bible Society Meetung, in Exeter Hall, 
the Rev. A. Taylor in presenting a summary of 
the annual report gave some excellent and fresh 
incidents of the inherent power of the Bible. 


‘In Albania, Colporteur Luka was arrested last 
summer at Struga, and thrown into a Turkish prison

Chinese opium traffic. 

“ The burden of our national share in the degrad- 
ation of China by continuance of the opium traffic 
lies heavily upon the hearts of all who recognize 
the obligation in which our Christian profession 
involves us, not only toward God but also toward 
those ‘for whom Christ died. It has been sug. 
gested, therefore, that all such should join in a 
concert of prayer that God will move the hearts of 
those in authority to carry forward with all boldness, 
and with as little delay as possible, the necessary 
steps to secure the entire abolition of the traffic ; 
and we invite Christians everywhere to observe 
Thursday, May 30th, as a day of intercession to 
this end. 

“On the corresponding day of last year the 
following resolution was moved in the House of 
Commons and carried unanimously :— 


“*That this House re-affirms its conviction 
that the Indo-Chinese Opium Trade is morally 
indefensible, and requests His Majesty's (;overn- 
ment to take such steps as may be necessary 
for bringing it to a speedy close.’ 

“In the difficult and evidently slow work of 
yiving practical effect to a righteous policy, we can 
best strengthen the hands and quicken the energies 
of our statesmen by earnest prayer ; and we there- 
fore feel that it is time to betake us to the Throne 
of Grace, there to intercede with Him to whom all 
power is given and who judgeth righteously. 

“The fact that the Chinese (;overnment has 
resolved to suppress opium-smoking within ten 
years, and that those who are best qualified to 
judge are unanimous in their regard for the bona- 
fides of the Chinese authorities in this matter, is 
surely in itself a fresh call to England to facilitate, 
at however great cost to herself, the liberation of 
that vast Empire from what is admittedly its 
degrading thraldom. The Edict in which the 
resolution of the Chinese Government is expressed 
is but a pathetic vanation of the Macedonian 
appeal, ‘Come over and help us!’ and as a pro- 
fessedly Christian nation, we cannot righteously 
withhold what is in our power, and in our power 

alone, to afford them.
